UKRANIAN CAPITAL 


London, Feb. 23.— Austrian and 
Ukranian troops are nearing Kiev , 
the Ukranian capital, now held by 
the Bolshev ik!, according

editions of the morning newspapers. 
It is said that Polish legionaries aid­ 
ed the Germans in occupying Minsk. 
The Germans are taking no pris­ 
oners, merely disarming the Russians 
and liberating them. 
German airplanes, the Petrograd 
correspondent of the Times says, are 
distributing proclamations calling on 
the Russian people to remain calm 
and keep order as the Germans are 
coming to suppress anarchy and to 
bring food as soon as possible.

The system atic exploitation of hu­ 
man misery by the German authorities 
in Poland followed the general plan 
laid down by the k aiser’s orders. 
In 
order to prove the identity of proced­ 
ure It will be enough to present the 
detailed report prepared specially for 
a 
pam phlet Issued by the com mittee on 
public Information and w ritten by Mr. 
Frederic C. W alcott. 
A fuller and in 
some ways more touching treatm ent 
Is given in his article, “D evastated 
Poland,” In the National Geographic 
M agazine for May, 1017. 
“September, 19 17. 
“Poland—Russian 
Poland—Is 
per­ 
ishing. 
And the Gorman high com­ 
mand, Imbued with the Prussian sys­ 
tem, is coolly reck oning on the neces­ 
sities of a starving people to prom ote 
Its Imperial ends. 
“ W est Poland, which has been P rus­ 
sian territory more than a hundred 
years, is a disappointm ent to Ger­ 
m any; its people obstinately rem ain 
Poles. 
This tim e they propose sw ifter 
m easures. 
In two or throe years, by 
grace of starvation and frightfulness, 
they calculate E ast Poland will be 
thoroughly made over Into a German 
province. 
“In the great HIndenburg drive one 
year ago, the country was completely 
devastated by the retreating R ussian 
arm y and the oncoming Germans. 
A 
million people were driven from their 
homes. 
H alf of them perished by the 
roadside. For miles and miles, w hen I 
saw the country, the way was littered 
w ith mudsonk ed garm ents and bones 
pick ed clean by the crows—though the 
larger bones had been gathered by the 
thrifty Germans to be ground Into fer­ 
tilizer. W ick er bask ets—the little bas­ 
k et In which the baby swings from the 
rafters in every peasant home— were 
scattered along the way, hundreds and 
hundreds, until one could not count 
them, each one telling a death. 
Deliberate Policy of Starvation. 
“ W arsaw, which had not been de­ 
stroyed—once a proud city of a million 
people— was utterly strick en. 
Poor 
folk s by thousands lined the streets, 
leaning against the buildings, shivering 
In snow and rain, too weak to lift a 
hand, dying of cold and hunger. Though 
the rich gave all they had, and the 
poor shared their last crust, they wore 
starving there in the streets In droves. 
“In the strick en city, the German gov­ 
ernor of W arsaw Issued a proclam a­ 
tion. 
All able-bodied Poles w ere bid­ 
den to go to Germany to work . If any 
refused, let no other Pole give him to 
eat, not so much as a mouthful, under 
penalty of German m ilitary law*. 
“It was more than the mind could 
grasp. 
To the husband and father of 
brok en families, the high command 
gave this decree: Leave your fam ilies 
to starve; if you stay, w4e shall see that 
you do starve—this to a high-strung, 
sensitive, highly organized people, this 
from the authorities of a nation pro­ 
fessing civilization and religion to mil­ 
lions of fellow C hristians captive and 
starving. 
“General von Kries, the governor, 
was k ind enough to explain. Candidly, 
they preferred not q uite so much sta r­ 
vation ; it might get on the nerves of 
the German soldiers. 
But, starvation 
being present, It m ust work for Ger­ 
m an purpose. 
Tak ing advantage of 
this wretchedness, the work ing men of 
Poland were to be rem oved; the coun­ 
try was to be restock ed with Germans. 
It was country Germany needed—rich 
alluvial soil—better suited to German 
expansion than distant possessions. If 
the Poland that was had to perish, so 
much the better for Germany. 
To Make Poland German Province, 
“Remove the men, let the young and 
x^eak die, graft German stock on the 
women. 
See hew sim ple it is; with a 
crafty smile, General von K ries con­ 
cluded, ‘By and by we m ust give back 
freedom to Poland. 
Very good; it will 
reappear as a German province.’ 
“Slowly, 1 came to realize tha t this 
m onstrous, incredible thing was the 
P russian system, deliberately chosen 
by the circle around the all-highest, 
and k neaded into the German people 
till it became part of their mind. 
“Germ an people are m aterial for 
building the state— of no other account. 
D ther people are for Germ any’s will to 
work upon. H um anity, liberty, eq uality, 
the rights of others—all foolish talk . 
Democracy, an idle dream. 
The true 
Prussian lives only for this, tha t the 
G erm an state may be mighty and great. 
“All the woes in the long count 
against Germany are part of the P rus­ 
sian system. The invasion of Belgium, 
j 
the deportations, the starving of sub- | 


Belgian provinces, under the q uasi* 
civll government of Governor General 
von Bissing. 
I did not enter the occu­ 
pied territories until June, 
1015, and 
so. of course, saw none of the actual In­ 
vasion and overrunning of the land. I 
saw only the graves of the massacred 
and the ruins of their towns. 
But I 
saw through the long, hard months 
much too much for my peace of mind 
of how the Germans treated the un­ 
fortunates under their control after the 
occupation. 
Destruction Complete. 
“As chief representative for the com­ 
mission, it was my duty to cover this 
whole territory repeatedly in long mo­ 
tor journeys in company with the Ger­ 
man officer assigned for my protection 
—and for the protection of the German 
arm y against any too much seeing. As 
I had opportunity also to cover most of 
Belgium in repented trips from Brus­ 
sels Into the various provinces, I nec­ 
essarily had opportunity to compare 
the destruction wrought in the two re­ 
gions. 
“I could understand why certain 
towns and villages along the Meuse and 
along the lines of the French and Eng­ 
lish retreat were badly shot to pieces. 
There had been fighting in these towns 
and the artillery of first one side and 
then the other had work ed their havoc 
am ong the houses of the inhabitants. 
But there w ere many tow ns in which 
there had been no fighting and yet all 
too m any of these tow ns also were in 
ruins. 
It was not ruin by shells, but 
ruin by fire and explosions. 
Those 
w ere the fam ous ‘punished’ towns. 
E ither a citizen or perhaps tw o or 
three citizens had fired from a window- 
on the invaders—or w ere alleged to 
have. 
Thereupon a block , or two or 
three block s, or half the town was 
m ethodically and effectively burned or 
blown to pieces. 
T here are many of 
these ‘punished’ towns in 
occupied 
France. And between these towns and 
along the roadw ays are innum erable 
isolated single farm houses tha t are also 
In ruins. 
It is not claimed tha t there 
w as any sniping from these farm ­ 
houses. They w ere just destroyed along 
the way—and by the way, one may 
say. 
W hen the roll of destroyed vil­ 
lages and destroyed farm houses in oc­ 
cupied F rance is made k nown, the 
world will be shock ed again by this evi­ 
dence of Germ an thoroughness. 
Found Neutrality Impossible. 
“But the horrible m ethods of that 
deportation w ere such tha t we, al- 
though trying to hold steadfast to a 
rigorous neutrality, could not but pro­ 
test. 
Mr. G erard, our am bassador to 
Berlin, happened a t the very tim e of 
this protest to m ak e a visit to the 
great headq uarters in the w est and the 
m atter was brought to the attention 
of certain high officers at headq uarters 
on the very day of Mr, G erard’s visit 
and in his hearing. 
So that he added 
his own protest to that of Mr. Poland, 
our director at the time, and further 
deportations were stopped. 
But a ter­ 
rible mischief had already been done. 
H usbands and fathers had been tak en 
from their fam ilies w ithout a word of 
good-by; sons and daughters on whom 
perhaps aged parents relied for sup­ 
port were tak en without pity or appar­ 
ent thought of the terrible conse­ 
q uences. 
The great deportations of 
Belgium have shock ed the world. 
But 
these 
lesser 
deportations—tha t 
is, 
lesser in extent, but not less brutal in 
their carrying out—are hardly k nown. 
Germany Must Be Civilized. 
“I w ent into Belgium and occupied 
France u neutral and I m aintained 
while there a steadfastly neutral be­ 
havior. 
But I came out no neutral. I 
cannot conceive that any American en­ 
joying an experience sim ilar to mine 
could have come out a neutral. 
He 
would come out, sis I came, with the 
ineradicable conviction that a people 
or a governm ent which can do w hat the 
G erm ans did and sire doing in 
Belgium 
sind F rance today m ust not be allowed, 
if there is power on earth to prevent It, 
to do this a moment longer than can be 
helped. 
And they m ust not be al­ 
lowed ever to do it again.

ISS ISABEL BEVIER, p rofessor of hou sehold science at the Univ ersity 


of Illinois, has p u t both the p roblem and the solu tion of food conserv a­ 
tion into a leaflet. 
The p roblem, as she states it, is: 
“ To serv e certain foods, wheat, beef, p ork, fats, su gar; to encou rage 
a larger u se of other kinds of foods, fru its, v egetables, fish, fowl, game.” 
She giv es changed recip es as the basis of the solu tion of that p roblem 


by all hou sewiv es. 
She say s: 
“ You hav e many good recip es made in the time o f peace. 
Now here 
mu st be changed to meet war condtiions. 
Change them by : 
“ Using flou r from other grains or from p otatoes o r p eanu ts, to sav e 
wheat. 
In Illinois, corn is the great wheat sav er. 
Use it all y ou can. 
“ Using v egetable fats, su ch as corn, cotton seed, and p eanu t oil, for 


animal fats. 
“ Using fish, fowl, and game instead of beef and p ork.” 
She adds some su ggestions on wise bu y ing, and giv es some simp le 
menu s and recip es, all in the one leaflet, which women can get from the 


Univ ersity of Illinois at Urbana.

N towns u sing coal of a free bu rning ty p e, hou seholders hav e alway s p ro­ 


tested against what is called the smoke nu isance.

It is manifest that if the fu el is thu s deliv ered eq u ally , it is bou nd 
to bu rn more ev enly , and with less waste in the form of smoke, than if a 


great heap is p iled on the fire at one time. 
With coal as high and scarce as it is now, owners of steam boilers 
shou ld inv estigate this m atter v ery thorou ghly .

redu ce the consu mp tion of coal.

p rofessor was sp eaking before the Illinois Farm ers’ institu te at Blooming­ 
ton, 111. 
His su bject was “Dairy ing in W artime.” 
He said that the dairy bu siness is in a dep lorable condition becau se of 
the p u blic’s ignorance of the tru e v alu e of dairy p rodu cts and their u nwill­ 
ingness to p ay actu al worth for dairy p rodu cts. 
“ When the dairies go ou t of bu siness the national v itality is lowered 
to zero,” said Prof. Erf. 
“ The foremost au thority of the day can find no 
su bstitu te for milk.

b etween William G. McAdoo, director 
of transportation, and Herb er Hoover, 
food administrator, over the reason 
for the delay of food shipments to the 
coast, reached a new climax. Mr.' Mc­ 
Adoo, in a letter to the food adminis­ 
trator, called on him to show where 
the food was. The letter reads: 
“Dear Mr. Hoover: 
“You are, as I understand it. the sole 
purchaser in this country , of food sup­ 
plies for the allied governments. You 
must, therefore, know the location of 
the food supplies which y ou from time 
to time purchase ami the ports in this 
country to wkich y ou desire such sup­ 
plies shipped. 
If y ou will notify me 
from time to time of the location of 
the specific supplies and the port or 
ports in the United States to which 
y ou wish to have the supplies trans­ 
ported, I will guarantee the necessary 
transportation, sub ject alone to Inter­ 
ruptions from b lizzards and floods. 
“I wish to reassure the country b y 
say ing that so far as transportation Is 
concerned, there is no danger of suf­ 
fering from a serious food shortage in 
the eastern part of the country .

statement issued Thursday 
night, Hoover indicated that the dlfti- 
culty was due to the failure of the 
transportation sy stem to move the food 
supplies. 
Director General McAdoo made pub ­ 
lic with his letter a statement giving 
actual figures of shipments of grain 
which the railroad administration has 
b een making within the last fortnight. 
This shows that there are now mov­ 
ing approximately 6,000,000 b ushels of 
grain dally . 
It was flatly stated b y an official of 
the administration that not a single 
request had b een made b y Hoover for 
a larger movement of grain from any 
specific point to another until y ester­ 
day . 
That called for a comparatively 
small shipment of meats.

New York, Feb. 23.—In a stirring 
address last night before « patriotic 
muss meeting of labor at tlo* Lexing­ 
ton theater, Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels indicated that the Russian 
people may hope for help from Ameri­ 
ca if they resist the invasion of Ger­ 
many. 
More than 2,000 laborltea at 
the meeting, held under the auspices 
of the American Alliance for Labor 
and Democracy, cheered his remarks. 
“ And all over the world men who 
love peace will turn their eyes, toward 
tbnf long-suffering people,” said the 
secretary, referring to Russia, "nnd 
pray 
that 
a 
belated 
wisdom 
from 
George Washington may cause them 
to take up arms and fight for their lib­ 
erty and the liberty of »be earth. And 
when they do, the message which Eli- 
hu Root and James Duncan and the 
members of the Russian commission 
bore to them will guarantee them 
America’s help to the hist man and 
the last dollar.” 
Samuel Goiupers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, said 
he was an ultra-pacifist before the 
war, but that he had been cured. The 
auditorium rang with applause and 
laughter when Mr. Gompers recited 
the comedy and tragedy of the bolshe-j 
viki peace negotiations and their fatal 
end.

"To me this who!« struggle was a 
revelation as well as a revolution. 
1 
may say to you, and say it in all can­ 
dor, that I doubt that there existed or 
now exists in all tlw world a man who 
was so pronounced a pacifist as I was. 
I belonged to every peace society of 
which I knew anything. 
"When onr labor brothers across 
those seas had authority to speak.” 
said Gompers, “ they pledged them­ 
selves that they would go to the limit 
to prevent a rupture of international 
peace. 
I believed them. 
But when I 
found that they had obeyed the orders 
of that intellectual scientific murderer 
to attack their brothers, whose lives 
they had vouched to protect, I awoke. 
I am a pacifist ru> longer. 
I am a liv­ 
ing, breathing, fighting man.” 
Sounding a warning to the Ameri­ 
can people, Mr. Gompers declared: “ If 
our so-called radicals of America could 
have their way um would find the 
same condition her*» as is in Russia 
no"’.”

“ The greatest disappointment that 
was handed out t«> ihe kaiser and his 
military advisers,” declared Secretary 
Daniels, “ was delivered by American 
labor. 
This disappointment was even 
greater than the failure of the U-boat 
warfare. 
“ He bad hoped by a carefully plan­ 
ned 
propaganda 
program 
to 
bring 
about a revolution in America: but the 
stability and loyalty of the laboring 
men of ihis country saved the nation 
from this disaster.”

American labor sent a message to 
“ Our Boys in France” that they will 
stand firmly behind them. 
The cable 
message was dispatched to General 
Pershing. 
The pledge made by labor to sup-; 
port President Wilson and the present 
administration was reaffirmed.

The Rome official statement said 
English air squadrons had bombarded 
the enemy aviation grounds north and 
south of the Oderco-Portoguaro rail­ 
way line.
